Claim of Two New Yorkers Re-
garded With Skepticism by
Experts Who Call Com-
positions Dangerous

FIND COST PROHIBITIVE

The elalm of teen New Yorkers to have
Invented substitutes for gasocline are not
taken seriously by Philadealphians convers
sant with the situation. both from prac-
tieal and thearatical viewpoints.

One of tha Inventlions, which wan later
sold to the company headed by Bir Hiram
Maxim, Inventor of the gun bearing hia
nams, at a reported onst of §1.000,000, has
a composition which & not known; (he
other basea |ts suocess on generating hy-
dragen by the unlon of watar and & cham.
feal. Both pinps visuallse A motor run-
ning smoothly on hydrogen genorated on
the car

The formuln that has not ams yet bedn
#old combines one part of ammonia, thres
parts of walar and one part of metallic so-
dium to produce 10 parts of hydrogen, the
bydrogan passing Into the cylinders and,
mixing with ths air, {8 eaploded by n
spark, with the result that the hydrogen
I8 reduced to water, nitrogen and other
gases, while the water passes out of the
exhnust In a vapor no more notlceabls
than the surrounding alr.

U, OF P, CHEMIET EMILES.
Dr. Walter C, Taggart, professor of

chemlatry at tha TUniversity of Pennsyl-
vanin, smiled when questionsd about the
Invention He sald that unquestlonably
hydrogen could be generated according
to the formula, but he also paintad out
that the cost of materinls would outwalgh
tha pressnt high cont of gasoline.

"Firet," pald Doctor Tagiari, "ammo-
nin must be produced ; water, of course,
costs nothing, but metallle sodium In not
only sxpensive but dangerous, and while
It is truo that sedium |8 the prinelpal
Ingredient In common®salt, the ehergy re-
quired to meparate It from the other sub-
stancen with which It Is combined would
be greatsr than the snergy derived from
the hydrogen which It would generate,

“Acotylene @#an" Ne continued, 'gen-
arnted from carblde will run a specially
conatructed engline, but thers I8 great risk
and danger In the operation. In generat-
ing hydrogen from sodlum the danger Is
about 10 timen as great and the cost In
each Instance practically prohibitive, Bo
carefully han metalllo sodium to  be
handled In the laboratory that we do not
allow students to use It without utmost
precaution. I would not advise any one
to depend on this formula as a cheap
subgtitute for,gasollne.'
